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Botched sale of NB Power may benefit Nova Scotia

Window closed; cops won't probe 
campaign funding allegations

Police will not investigate 
or lay any charges around 
inappropriate union dona¬ 
tions to the Nova Scotia 
NDP because the issue 
took too long to get into 
their hands. 

After consulting with 
prosecutors, Halifax Re¬ 
gional Police determined 
any charges would fall un¬ 
der the Members and Pub¬ 
lic Employees Disclosure 
Act. 

That act states investiga¬ 
tions must begin no more 
than six months after the 
alleged event. That dead¬ 
line has passed, so police 
said yesterday they had no 
choice but to shut down 
the investigation. 

Chief electoral officer 
Christine McCulloch re¬ 
leased a statement saying 
she regrets there cannot be 
a full police investigation. 

“Unfortunately, the pos¬ 
sible offence was not dis¬ 
covered until after that 
time (the deadline) had 
passed,” McCulloch said in 
the release. 

Last spring eight unions 


in the Mainland Building 
and Construction Trades 
Council each donated the 
maximum $5,000 to the 
NDP. It was later discovered 
the Council was reimburs¬ 
ing the unions for their do¬ 
nations, which contravenes 
election laws. 

The NDP claimed it did 
not know the donations 
were inappropriate and Mc¬ 
Culloch’s investigation con¬ 
firmed there was no reason 
the party should have 
known. However, the party 
was fined $10,000 when 
McCulloch revealed it did 
not return the money. 

Party secretaiy Ed Warlc 
took the fall for what was 
called an “error in judg¬ 
ment” and resigned. 

The Tories called for a 
public inquiiy yesterday, 
but Premier Darrell Dexter 
dismissed that as political 
posturing. He said the issue 
had to do with the unions, 
not his party. He’s not look¬ 
ing into changing the law. 

“To what end, I guess, is 
the question. The chief 
electoral officer, the RCMP, 
everyone knows what the 
deadlines are,” he said. 

“I just see no need for it, 
let me put it that way.”

Actor Mike Smith, who 
portrayed the myopic Bub¬ 
bles in the cult show, was 
a part owner of the bar.

nb power The collapse of 
the NB Power sale to Hy¬ 
dro Quebec could open up 
new opportunities for No¬ 
va Scotia to ship its tidal 
energy to New England, 
Premier Darrell Dexter 
said yesterday. 

Dexter and Newfound¬ 
land and Labrador Pre¬ 


mier Danny Williams had 
expressed worry the pro¬ 
posed sale could shut 
them out of New 
Brunswick’s lucrative 
transmission lines. Those 
fears were eased yesterday 
when New Brunswick Pre¬ 
mier Shawn Graham an¬ 
nounced he was calling 


off the sale. 

“It’s a bit of a surprise 
simply because we all 
knew New Brunswick was 
very much committed to 
it,” Dexter said. 

“This now means there 
is an increased opportuni¬ 
ty for us to co-operate re¬ 
gionally on NB Power 


strengthening our trans¬ 
mission grid.” 

Dexter said he never op¬ 
posed the deal, but was 
fighting to get assurances 
that would protect his 
province’s interests. 

The botched sale 
breathes new life into No¬ 
va Scotia’s plan to become 


a pipeline stop between 
hydro-rich Newfoundland 
and New Brunswick. Such 
a transmission line would 
open up the lucrative New 
England market for the 
province’s growing tidal 
power industry. 
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Porter adds Halifax-Montreal route 

The Halifax International Airport Authority announced yesterday Porter Airlines 
has added a non-stop Montreal route, with a connecting flight to St. John's from 
Halifax. The service will begin June 25 and operate twice daily until Labour Day. 
After Sept. 6, the Montreal route will be available four times weekly — once 
Thursday, once Friday and twice Sunday. Porter currently has planes flying from

Children can still 
receive the vaccine if 
requested, but only a sin¬ 
gle half-dose is required. 

The province said yester¬ 
day since the new year, 
there have only been two 
lab-confirmed cases of the 
virus in Nova Scotia.

Councillor wants big shows moved to Garrison Grounds starting next year

Connaught-Quinpool 
Coun. Jennifer Watts has 
put forward a motion that 
would put an end to large- 
scale concerts on the Hali¬ 
fax Common. 

The motion, which will 
be debated by councillors 
next week, seeks to move 
all major concerts from 
the North Common site on 
the Halifax Common to 
Garrison Grounds on 
Citadel Hill beginning next 
year. 

The motion also suggests 
planned upgrades to the 
Halifax Common be under¬ 
taken to enhance existing 
uses, rather than to sup¬ 
port infrastructure needs 
for major concert events. 

“(The motion) is not say¬ 
ing no to major concerts,” 
Watts told Metro. “My posi¬ 
tion is why don’t we con¬ 
tinue to have really great 
concerts at the Garrison 
Grounds ... and if we really 
want to do much larger 
concerts, we really need to 
be looking at another site.” 

Watts said she brought

said. “I don’t 
want to see

MacKay also disagreed 
the Garrison Grounds can 
support an event with 
30,000 people, saying the 
number is somewhere 
closer to 20,000. 

He also noted the posi¬ 
tive economic spinoff of 
last summer’s Kiss and 
Paul McCartney concerts, 
which he placed some¬ 
where near $24 million. 

MacKay said a combined 
audience of between 
70,000 to 80,000 took in 
the shows. 


forward the motion over 
concerns her constituents 
were telling her regarding 
the conditions and uses of 
the Common — a space, 
she noted, that is held in 
common for citizens of 
Halifax. 

According to Watts, the 


current memorandum of 
understanding with the 
municipality states con¬ 
certs of 30,000 to 35,000 
people should be held at 
Garrison Grounds, while 
anything more than 40,000 
would be considered for 
the North Common. 


But local promoter 
Harold MacKay said losing 
the Common as a concert 
space would be a big blow 
to HRM. 

“As a local promoter of 
major concerts, we’ve had 
great success on the Hali¬ 
fax Common,” MacKay

HRM mulling two tax increases to solve shortfall 


budget Municipal staff are 
considering two different 
forms of tax increases to 
help make up HRM’s $30.4- 
million budget shortfall. 

On Tuesday, Halifax re¬ 
gional council directed 
staff to balance the 2010- 
11 budget through three 
different methods — a $6- 
million general tax in¬ 
crease, $14 million in de¬ 
partmental budget cuts 


and an increase on transit 
rate fees accounting for 
$10 million. 

According to Paul Flem¬ 
ing, HRM’s manager of 
budget and financial analy¬ 
sis, the transit rate fees are 
essentially a form of prop¬ 
erty tax. In order to pay for 
expanded transit services, 
council separated the cost 
of transit from the tax rate 
and established it as an 


area rate. 

There are two categories 
for this — a regional rate 
that all citizens pay, and a 
local rate those within one 
kilometre of a bus route 
pay. 

At Tuesday’s council 
meeting, staff presented 
figures under the assump¬ 
tion $10 million in transit 
rate increases and $10 mil¬ 
lion in tax increases would 


be used to balance the 
books. 

Under this formula, 
homeowners who pay the 
local rate would have seen 
a 5.5 per cent increase in 
taxes, or about $83 per 
year. The regional rate 
would increase by 3.7 per 
cent, or about $65. 

Under the new division 
council suggested, home- 
owners can expect to pay 


slightly less, Fleming not¬ 
ed. 

Fleming also said he un¬ 
derstands increased taxes 
may be unpalatable for cit¬ 
izens, but HRM has 
reached a point where 
some tax increase is re¬ 
quired to maintain the 
service standards people 
come to expect.

HRM not dealing well with 
homelessness, says report 

Spokesman says area lacking affordable housing options

Over 1,700 people stayed 
in homeless shelters in 
HRM last year, according 
to the 2010 Halifax Report 
Card on Homelessness. 

The report released yes¬ 
terday by Community Ac¬ 
tion on Homelessness also 
states of those 1,718 people, 
the average length of a stay 
in shelters was 19 days. 158 
were families — mothers 
and children, as HRM does 
not have a shelter for fa¬ 
thers and children. 

It also had some dis¬ 
paraging remarks for 
HRM’s efforts to combat 
homelessness. 

The report gave HRM a 
score of C- on housing is¬ 
sues, signifying no 
progress or some loss. It 
cites rising average costs 
for a bachelor apartment 
— up 6.5 per cent to 
$638.00 — as the principle 
factor behind the grade. 

On income issues the re¬ 
port gave HRM a grade of 
C, or no progress, citing 
negligible increases in in¬ 
come assistance and mini¬ 
mum wage. 

Increased rent without 
comparable increases in 
wages presents difficulties 
in finding and maintaining 
adequate housing, the re¬ 
port notes. 

Community Action on 
Homelessness announced 


their findings at a press 
conference yesterday, with 
a roundtable discussion 
featuring leading members 
of HRM’s anti-poverty or¬ 
ganizations. 

According to spokesman 
John Hartling, the num¬ 
bers show that there are 
not sufficient affordable 
housing options in the mu¬ 
nicipality. 

One member of the 
roundtable, Jann Griffin, 
knows all too well the effect 
housing and support can 


have for the homeless. Grif¬ 
fin moved from Saint John, 
N.B., to Halifax in hopes of 
escaping problems with 
drugs, but quickly fell back 
into the cycle. 

Griffin said she was ad¬ 
mitted to detox 38 times, 
and was diagnosed with 
HIV/AIDS and Hepatitis C. 
She finally turned to 
Adsum House, an organiza¬ 
tion which provides shel¬ 
ter and support for women 
and children, for help. 

“Alone, I had no family, 


no friends,” she said. 
“Adsum House took me un¬ 
der their wing, assured me 
I wasn’t going to die.” 

As of yesterday, Griffin 
was six years clean and 
sober, living in Adsum 
Court. She told the crowd 
she owes her life to the 
support she received. 

“Although, after six 
years, it’s time for me to 
maybe move on now, to 
give someone else the 
chance that I had,” she 
said.

Opposition to tax hikes mounting 

Increases would be hard for NDPto justify after spending scandal: Pollster

Nova Scotia’s NDP govern¬ 
ment heads into the 
reopening of the 
legislature today amid 
warnings from businesses 
and local governments 
that tax hikes would dam¬ 
age the province’s econo¬ 
my. 

Since winning office last 
summer, Premier Darrell 
Dexter has emphasized the 
threat the province’s $13- 
billion debt poses. 

But observers say Dexter 
will face a backlash from 
the small business sector if 
he solves the problem 
mainly through tax increas¬ 
es. 

“I think people are awak¬ 
ened to the concern about 
taxes because we’re looking 
at higher taxes at both mu¬ 
nicipal and provincial gov¬ 
ernment levels,” said Don 
Mills, a pollster who heads 
Halifax-based Corporate Re¬ 
search Associates. 

“Higher taxes now means 
you have to give up some¬ 
thing else in your life.” 

Selling tax hikes has been 
made much more difficult 
by public fury over a recent 
provincial auditor general’s 


report outlining misuse of 
legislative constituency al¬ 
lowances between 2006 and 
2009, said Mills. 

“The spending scandal 
has taken a lot of moral au¬ 
thority that the NDP were 
elected with,” he said. “For 
them to come and try to jus¬ 


tify additional tax increases 
will be a tall order.” 

The purchases by mem¬ 
bers of the legislature 
ranged from big-screen tele¬ 
visions to digital cameras, 
along with poorly docu¬ 
mented payments to con¬ 
stituency staff. 


Scott Mosher, president 
of a small landscaping busi¬ 
ness in Halifax, said he can’t 
stomach a tax increase 
when he sees waste in gov¬ 
ernment. 

“They need to cut their 
spending. That’s what I’d 
like to see the government

Group presents 
ideas to improve 
post-secondary 
education 

students The Canadian 
Federation of Students re¬ 
leased a set of pre-budget 
recommendations on how 
to improve post-secondaiy 
education in Nova Scotia 
yesterday. 

The recommendations, 
prepared by CFSNS with 
the Association of Nova 
Scotia University Teachers 
and the Nova Scotia Gener¬ 
al Employees Union, 
indicate ways to improve 
the quality and affordabili¬ 
ty of education. 

Among the ideas are a 
hike in per-student funding 
up to the national average, 
reduction in tuition fees 
and the expansion of 
tuition breaks currently 
given to Nova Scotian-born 
students to all students. 

According to CFSNS 
spokesman Jake Byrne, if 
the provincial government 
wants to stand by its claim 
that Nova Scotia is the “uni¬ 
versity capital of Canada,” 
changes have to be made. 

“We need to make sure 
we have an educated work¬ 
force that can afford to live 
in the province,” he said.

Eat your greens, provincial campaign urges

The province wants you to 
take the advice your 
parents gave you as a child 
— eat your fruit and veg¬ 
etables. 

Nova Scotia Health Pro¬ 
motion and Protection, 
along with the Heart & 
Stroke Foundation of Nova 
Scotia and the Canadian 
Cancer Society launched a 
new social-marketing cam¬ 
paign yesterday in Halifax, 
urging people of the 
province to eat fruit and 
vegetables daily, whether 
they are fresh, frozen or 
canned. 

Health Minister Maureen 
MacDonald said when a na¬ 
tional survey was done re¬ 
cently, Nova Scotians fruit 
and vegetable consump¬ 
tion was quite low. 

According to Statistics 


Canada, less than one- 
third of Nova Scotians ages 
12 and over consumes the 
recommended five to 10 
servings of vegetables and 
fruit per day. 

“We suffer as a popula¬ 
tion from a lot of chronic 
diseases like heart disease, 
hyper-tension, diabetes, 
and fruit and vegetables 
and good nutrition are re¬ 
ally the foundation on 
turning that situation 
around,” MacDonald said. 

According to Health 
Canada, Nova Scotia also 
has the highest prevalence 
of income-related house¬ 
hold food insecurity in the 
country. 

Health Canada says this 
means many Nova Sco¬ 
tians are at a disadvantage 
to achieving recommend¬ 
ed vegetable and fruit con¬ 
sumption targets.

Last month’s auditor 
general’s report showed

Deputy Education Minis¬ 
ter Rosalind Penfound told 
the public accounts com¬ 
mittee yesterday the $ 52- 
million gap was to cover 
developer risk, since they 
own the buildings. 

A separate fund for capi¬ 
tal risk already exists, but 
Penfound said it wasn’t big 
enough to cover all costs. 

Penfound said when you 
add the operating con¬ 
tracts and all the other 
funds together, it’s enough 


to cover developer costs. 

Lapointe was more 
blunt. 

“The original cost of the 
building was manipulated 
deliberately, as the deputy 
alluded to, manipulated by 
the government at the 
time in order to keep the 
cost of these buildings off 


the books,” he said yester¬ 
day. “The result is that the 
annual payments are now 
distorted and we don’t 
know what it consists of. 
How much of it is operat¬ 
ing cost, how much of it is 
rent, and how much of it is 
profit?” 

Penfound confirmed 


capital costs were worked 
into the contract. She said 
there’s no way to audit pri¬ 
vate companies or know 
their true costs. 

Lapointe said the 20-year 
contracts for 31 P3 schools 
makes a value for money 
estimate impossible. “If 
you don’t know what the 
cost of your operating is, 
you don’t know if you’re 
getting what you pay for,” 
he said. “You have no way 
to measure.”

Knee replacements 
face big delays 

surgery Seven provinces 
still aren’t on target for 
knee replacements, a 
study shows. 

The report from the 
Canadian Institute for 
Health Information 
indicates there has been 
success in shortening the 
wait for radiation 
treatments for cancer pa¬ 
tients. 

Eight provinces provide 
at least 88 per cent of their 
patients with radiation 
therapy within the accept¬ 
ed time frame of four 
weeks, the report said. 

On the flip side, the 
study found that patients 
in all the provinces wait 
longer for knee 
replacements than any 
other priority procedure. 

Only Ontario, Quebec 
and British Columbia met 
the benchmark time 
frames of providing knee 
surgery for at least 75 per 
cent of patients within 26 
weeks. 

Still, these are compar¬ 
isons that wouldn’t have 
been possible just a few 
years ago. 

Widespread delays in 
treatment prompted the 
first ministers to identify 
the five priority areas and 
set benchmarks in 2004. 

Besides joint 
replacement and cancer 
treatment, they focused 
on cardiac care, cataract 
surgery and diagnostic im¬ 
aging. 

“In 2004 many 
provinces couldn't even 
measure these things, so 
they’ve come a long way,” 
said Tracy Johnson, a man¬ 
ager of special projects at 
the institute. 

“This particular report 
has a more complete and 
more comparable picture 
of wait times across the 
priority areas than it’s 
ever had before.”

Faces new coverup claim, accepts resignation of Irish bishop 


Pope Benedict XVI accept¬ 
ed the resignation of an 
Irish bishop yesterday for 
his failure to report child¬ 
molesting priests to 
police — and faced a 
renewed reminder of the 
German abuse case most 
closely linked to his own 
time in charge of Munich. 

Bishop John Magee — 
who served as secretary to 
Benedict’s three papal 
predecessors before re¬ 
turning to Ireland in 1987 
— apologized to victims of 
any pedophile priests who 
were kept in parish posts 
during his 23 years over¬ 
seeing the southwest Irish 
diocese of Cloyne. 

“To those whom I have 
failed in any way, or 
through any omission of 
mine have made suffer, I 
beg forgiveness and par¬ 
don,” the 73-year-old 


Magee said in his resigna¬ 
tion statement. Irish gov¬ 
ernment investigators are 
continuing to explore 
Cloyne abuse coverups 
and expect to report find¬ 
ings later this year. The 
Vatican is on the defensive 
over ever-unfolding accu¬ 
sations that church lead¬ 
ers have protected child 
abusers for decades in 
many countries. 

Benedict last week is¬ 
sued an unprece¬ 
dented letter to 
Ireland address¬ 
ing the 16 years 
of church 
coverup scan¬ 
dals here. 

But he has yet 
to say anything 
about his handling of the 
Rev. Peter Hullermann, 
the case known to have de¬ 
veloped on the pope’s 


watch when, as Cardinal 
Joseph Ratzinger, he over¬ 
saw the Munich Archdio¬ 
cese from 1977 to 1982. 

Munich archdiocese 
spokesman Bernhard Kell¬ 
ner said yesterday a new 
person has come forward 
claiming to have been 
abused in 1998 by Huller¬ 
mann. Kellner gave no oth¬ 
er details.

Privacy concerns for sites again 


You have been tagged in 
12 photos — even if you're 
not signed up to the web¬ 
site.

Indonesian police 
halt gay conference 


Jakarta Indonesian police 
ordered the cancellation 
yesterday of a conference 
of Asian gay activists, say¬ 
ing it could prompt violent 
protests by conservative 
Muslim groups. 

The conference, organ¬ 
ized by the International 
Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, 
Trans and Intersex Associa¬ 
tion, or ILGA, was due to 
take place this weekend 
with participants from 16 
countries. 

The ban was issued by 
police in Surabaya, East Ja¬ 
va’s capital, where the 
three-day event was to be 
held, national police 
spokesman Brig. Gen. 
Sulistyo Ishalc said. 

The decision was made 
after considering public ob¬ 
jections by Muslim groups 
and the Indonesian Ulema 
Council, an influential 
board of Muslim clerics, he 
said. 

“There are indications 
that the event could trigger 
a social crisis and cause 
public unrest,” Ishalc said. 
“This ban was issued for 
the sake of public order.” 

Poedjiati Tan, head of the 
organizing committee, said 
more than 150 activists 
representing 100 organiza¬ 
tions in 16 Asian countries 
planned to attend the con¬ 
ference.

However, Abdussomad 
Bukhori, a prominent 
member of the cleric coun¬ 
cil, said the board would 
oppose any kind of gay 
event.

In one scene, the band’s 
manager howled: “Rock is 
a blood sport — it’s for 
men. This isn’t about 


women’s lib, it’s about 
women’s libido.” In recent 
interviews, Jett said her 
“parents always told me I 
could do anything I want¬ 
ed.” Of her image, she said: 
“I think it’s important that 
you’re able to own it. And 
women owning their sexu¬ 
ality is threatening.” 

Rock music has a trans¬ 
formative effect — for mis¬ 
fits such as these girls, it’s 
an escape from a life you 
don’t fit into; it connects 
you with likeminded peo¬ 
ple, ideas, politics. It was 
for me, and I’d guess it was 
for The Runaways, too. All 
you can do is throw your¬ 
self into the rough and 
tumble and hope you 
come out the other side.

Mobile banking 
growing in Canada 

Question becomes do customers need it? 


Mobile banking is finally 
gaining steam in Canada, 
long after U.S. consumers 
started paying bills on 
their BlackBerrys and 
iPhones, but some 
analysts wonder whether 
Canadians will rush to 
embrace banking apps. 

ING Direct is the latest 
Canadian financial institu¬ 
tion to launch a full-fea¬ 
tured mobile banking app 
that allows customers to 
transfer funds, check ac¬ 
count balances and trans¬ 
actions, and search for the 
nearest ABM on a Black- 
Berry or iPhone. 

Last month, CIBC re¬ 
leased an iPhone app that 
allows money transfers 
and bill payments. Scotia- 
banlc’s BlaclcBerry and 
iPhone apps only allow 
users to find their nearest 
branch or ABM, while RBC 
doesn’t have a banking 
app but does have an opti¬ 
mized website for banking 
on mobile phones. 

The Canadian market for 
mobile banking is still 
small but it will grow and

it makes sense for banks to 
go after the early adopters, 
said IDC Canada analyst 
Robert Burbach, who pre¬ 
dicts the other banks will 
release their own apps in 
the next 12 months or so. 

“It’s a good group, Black- 
Berry and iPhone 
users,” he said. 

“They tend to be 
younger and 
very tech savvy 
and probably 
are future high- 
income earners or 
they presently are.

who they’re targeting.” 

Burbach expects the 
public will embrace mo¬ 
bile banking much more 
quickly than the time it 
took them to get used to 
online banking, and mo¬ 
bile apps could even re¬ 
place online banking for 
some users. 

“What we’ve been hear¬ 
ing from the States is the 
experience is actually a lot 
more intuitive than online 
banking and in some ways 
a lot simpler,” he said. 

“This is not just online 
banking ported to the mo¬ 
bile phone, there’s a differ¬ 
ent look and feel about it.”

That could mean building 
or refinishing the back 
deck, building outdoor 
rooms such as a summer 
kitchen or landscaping. 
Ruffman says many people 
are planning another stay- 
cation to conserve money, 
so they want to spend on 
projects that enhance their 
home. 

Ruffman’s blog, Tool- 
girl.com, is full of recent 
projects like an iPod dock 
made out of lumber har¬ 
vested from trees killed by 
beetles and forest fires and 


lampshades fashioned from 
plastic bags. 

She points people In- 
structables.com and 

Etsy.com, where people 
share tips on building laser- 
controlled robots and sell 
crafts. “You can get really 
good ideas,” she says. “Peo¬ 
ple are looking for pretty or 
fun.” 

As for the Tool Girl her¬ 
self, her current favourite 
home renovation tool is 
Sugru, an Irish invention 


that invites people to “hack 
things better.” 

The silicon rubber can be 
molded into any shape and 
is heat-resistant and water¬ 
proof. Fans use it to prolong 
the life of household items 
or to improve them. 

“I just can’t get enough of 
it!” Ruffman laughs. She’s 
also nicknamed herself the 
iron maiden, as she’s into 
micro-forging this year. 

“This is the hottest thing. 
It’s like a hot-glue gun, but 


it squirts molten metal,” 
she says. “It’s so fun. You 
just use a propane torch, 
heat up thin wire and whale 
on it with a hammer.” 

Ruffman says the DIY 
movement is finding bal¬ 
ance this year. Once upon a 
time, homeowners hired 
professionals for every 
household job. 

After the DIY craze, every¬ 
one did everything them¬ 
selves. Now, homeowners 
call in the pros for major 


jobs like the roof and take 
on the enjoyable, smaller 
projects themselves. 

“People realize that after 
a whole day working, they 
have nothing tangible to 
show for it. They really 
want to garden, they really 
want to build something, 
because then they can point 
it out to their friends and 
say, ‘I made that,”’ she says. 
“People are valuing this 
work that people do with 
their hands.”

Camp: A new beginning 

Opportunity abounds for kids enrolled in summer programs

There are many benefits 
kids get from going to 
summer camp. One of 
those benefits is that they 
can learn without the 
pressure of being graded. 

“They can just enjoy 
learning,” says David Field, 
the editor of Our Kids Go To 
Camp magazine. “It doesn’t 
have to have something at¬ 
tached to it that they have 
to achieve.” 

This means kids can 
progress at their own pace. 

“We take a child from 
where they are to anywhere 
they can go in the specified 
time we have them and 


they feel good about it, as 
opposed to being graded on 
it,” says Andrea Jaros of 
SAIT Polytechnic in Calgaiy. 
She’s responsible for the 
summer camps at 
SAIT and is a for¬ 
mer teacher 
herself. 

Camps can 
also offer 
kids a fresh I 
start, com- ' 
pared to 
what they’re 
used to at 
school. 

“In school 
there’s certain assump¬ 
tions or you might get la¬ 
belled,” says Field. 

“But when you go to 
camp, it’s a whole new be¬ 
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ginning. You start fresh, (it’s) 
a chance to meet all new 
people, do all new sorts of 
things, nobody knows any¬ 
thing about you.” 

Summer camps also 
help develop life 
skills, such as 
conflict resolu¬ 
tion and com- 
1 munication 
skills. 

| This is es¬ 
pecially true 
in overnight 
camps. “You 
have to get along 
with people that you 
may be in the same cabin 
with or people you’re 
spending all day long with,” 
says Field. 

“It’s a different circum¬ 


stance. You don’t go home 
at night and then get away 
from them. You have to 
learn how to work with 
people. You may not like 
everybody, but you have to 


respect and understand 
them.” 

The camps also allow chil¬ 
dren to build supportive re¬ 
lationships, both with each 
other and the adults run¬ 


ning the camps. 

“That’s very helpful, espe¬ 
cially if the child does not 
have a lot of positive influ¬ 
ences in their lives,” says 
Jaros. 


How to determine if a camp is right for your child 

Take these factors into consideration 


• Preparedness: Is your child 
ready to be away from home? 
Has he or she been prepared 
by previous short stays away? 

• Personal needs: What are 
your child's special needs — 
security, discipline, group liv¬ 
ing experience, independence, 
group awareness, improving 
old skills and interests, learn¬ 
ing new ones? 

• Physical: Does your child 


need special consideration be¬ 
cause of any physical condi¬ 
tion? 

•Judgement: Can your child's 
needs be met best in a general 
camp, or in a camp especially 
designed for children with 
similar needs? 

• Leadership: Are the leaders 
mature, competent to guide 
children and to supervise as¬ 
signed activities? 


• Personality: Are the living 
groups small enough to give 
your child a sense of security 
and belonging — to feel that 
he or she is an individual, not 
just lost in the crowd? 

• Facilities: Do the facilities of 
the camp make it possible for 
your child to develop new and 
desirable skills that are com¬ 
patible with his or her poten¬ 
tials?

The words that come to Ah 
Hutchings’ mind when she 
describes what last year’s 
participants thought of Su- 
perNOVA’s summer camps 
are to the point: “Loved it,” 
she says.

“It always, I think, starts

Whether he’s bickering 
with Jon Stewart on The

Mischievous monkey came out of dangerous times 


Ever wonder why Curious 
George is so curious? Or 
why the monkey hero of 
the Curious George 
children's books is so fond 
of travel, so prone to mis¬ 
chief, yet always narrowly 
escapes disaster?

Then you choose from 
“straight up” with sauce 
tossed in, sauce on the side, 
or “xtra wet.” And sauces? A 
mere 65 to choose from. 

It’s too much to handle 
so we order appetizers 
while we ponder. Quesadil- 
las ($8.99) are tasty with 
cheese, chicken, green 
onions, tomatoes and pep-

Chicken Corn Chowder 
(Cup $3.99) is sadly reminis¬ 
cent of canned cream corn 
of another era. 

We get our wing act to¬ 
gether and try three small 
orders ($5.99) — Indian Hot 
Curry (with coconut), Baja 
Chipotle — orange, chipo- 
tle and cinnamon; and 
Chili and Lime. We take 
home a large ($9.99) “dry 
spice” order with Jamaican 
jerk sauce. The sauces are 
flavourful and the wings 
are nicely cooked and a de¬ 
cent size. 

Bubba’s is huge with TVs 
everywhere, but Saturday 
lunchtime is quiet and our 
efficient, funny and charm¬ 
ing server knows her 
wings.

INGREDIENTS: 

Dressing: 

1/4 cup low-fat 

mayonnaise 

1/4 cup maple syrup 

3 tbsp white wine vinegar 

2 tsp sugar 

1/3 cup vegetable oil 

Glazed Nuts: 

2 tsp sugar 

3 tbsp maple syrup 
6 tbsp water 

3/4 cup whole walnuts or 
pecans 

Salad 

1/4 cup soft goat cheese 
1 small bag of baby 
spinach 

1 small red onion 
12 thin slices of pickled 
beet 

METHOD: 

1. Whislc together mayon¬ 
naise, V4 cup maple syrup, 
white wine vinegar, sugar 


and vegetable oil in a 
small bowl for 2 minutes. 
Refrigerate. 

2. Mix the sugar, 3 
tablespoons maple syrup 
and water in a small pan. 
Stirring constantly, bring 
to a slow boil over low 
heat. Reduce heat and add 
nuts. Stir to coat. Remove 
with a slotted spoon and 
set aside to cool. 

3. Wash spinach and dry 
well. Divide between 4 to 
5 salad plates. Top with 3 
slices of beet and thin 
slices of red onion. Crum¬ 
ble soft goat cheese on 
each salad and top with a 
generous amount of 
glazed nuts. Drizzle with 
dressing.
